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FRANCE RATIFIES PACT 


One of the most notable victories of 


his career was that won by Premier 
Poineare whea the chamber oFHeputies 
ratified the American and British debt 
accords. The agreement now goes to 
the senate where the sentiment for rat- 
ification is so strong it is certain to be 
quickly approved. It may, therefore, be 
said that France t has ratified the debt 
settlement reacted by the represen- 
tatives of the two 'countries. While the 
premier won by a margin of only eight 
votes, this does not represent the real 
strength of those who favored ratifica- 
tion, as a hundred radical socialists 
voted negatively although the party 
•*vas actually in favor of the step, pro- 
vided it could have been in power po- 
litically. 


The agreement was 
concluded in 


Washington in July 1926. Ever since it 
has been a subject of moral and semi- 
official contention between France and 
the United States. The French senti- 
ment against the past was at one time 
so strong as to result in demonstra- 
tions against America and harsh treat- 


•* ment of our tourists in that country. 


Public sentiment was so inflamed that 
no government up to this time would 
have had the hardihood to ratify by ex- 
ecutive decree or to force the issue 
upon parliament. It has remained for 
Poincare, powerfully aided by Foreign 
-.Minister Briand, to convince th'e na- 
ition that it ought to accept and ap- 
" prove the settlement. 


There could be only one outcome of 


the incident, provided the United 
States stood its ground, i\hich it gave 
every intention of doing. France had to 
ratify to preserve her credit and fi- 
nancial reputation. She escapes by one 
week the payment of a \ery large sum 
due August 1 for American war stocks. 
Following ratification by France, the 
agreement must be approved by the 
congress of the United States. France 
already appears to take pride in the 
fact that the controversy is disposed of. 


There will always be differences of 


opinion in the United _ States and 
France as to the fairness of the obliga- 
tions accepted by France, but we think 
it can be set down as fact that a ma- 
jority of responsible public opinion in 
most countries 
fa~\ ors 
the accord 


reached. The United States scaled the 
debt down liberally, even to the point 
where it became a question of cancella- 
tion rather than of further modifica- 
tion. Both nations should forget the 
feeling aroused and resume frank and 
friendly relations. They have too much 
in common to let a matter of this kind 
create harmful prejudices.

On July 23 1885, General Ulysses Simpson 


Grant, eighteenth president, died at Mount Mac- 
Gregor, near Saratoga, N. Y, from a cancerous 
infection of the throat. 


Grant, son, of an Ohio farmer, graduated from 


West Point in IS^S and served with distinction 
in the Mexican War He resigned, however, from 
the army in 1854 and was working- for his father 
at $800 a year when the Civil War started 


Commissioned a general and ordered to a com- 


m|.nd in the west, he rendered important service 
there and won the first major victory for the fed; 
erals in that sector w hen he captured Fort Henry 
and Fort Donelson. His success was so great that 
on March 17, 1864, he was appointed commander- 
m-chief of the federal armies First movements 
of the federal armies under Grant, though unsuc- 
cessful in mam design, so crippled the Confeder- 
ates that they paved the way for ultimate victory 
and the end of the war 


Grant entered politics as secretary of war un- 


der President Johnson He soon was recognized 
as presidential timber by both parties and each 
sought to name him as its candidate. His views, 
however, were Republican,in nature He accepted 
their nomination in 1868 and was elected by an 
overwhelming majority.

Rock county's freedom from bo\me 
tuberculosis, popular interest center 
ed largely m the striking benefits 
which dairjmg and cattle bleeding 
in the county ha\e iecei\ed from 
the suppression of the disease. 


Dany farmeis in this highly de 


veloped dairy county are making' a 
half million dollars more a 
year 


than they did before the area tes 
•was started in 1925, it was brought 
out. This again has been achieved 
in spite of the condemnation and 
slaughter of more than 8,000 cattle 
reacting to the tuberculin test.

to less ttoan one-half of one per cent 
at present is regarded by veterinary

"After the removal of the infected 


cattle, restocking proceeded gradual- 
ly and dairymen observed with sat 
isfaction an increase of about 20 pei 
cent in milk production the firs,t 
year, although they were milking 
fewer cows," Healy leports. "Pre 
sent milk production of Rock-co is 
now about 50 per cent greater than 
in 1925 before the aiea test."

The spectacular stunts that have 


made many a plane world famous 
are as simple as filing a kite in a 
summer breeze — compaied to the 
requirements for a perfect score in 
this contest, sponsored by the Dan- 
iel Guggenheim Fund from the Pro- 
motion of Aeronautics. 


Most remarkable, perhaps, is the 


complete lack of anj thing spectacu- 
lar about the tests. There are no 
loops, spins, wing-overs or any oth 
5r stunts concerned. In fact, the 
idea of the whole thing is to dis- 
cover what most closely approxi- 
mates a "fool proof" airplane — 
one which may be safely used by 
he average man for mucli the same 
purpose that the average man now 
uses his automobile. 


WOULD PROVE SAFETY 


Said Hairy F Guggenheim, prcsi 


dent of the fund: "The success of 
commercial aviation will be assured 
on the day that the public can be 
convinced that the statistics, but by 
actual demonstration, that airplanes 
.re" inherently no more dangerous 
han steamships or railways."

Guggenheim, 
Colonel 


Charles Lindbergh, nor any of the 
ther aeronautical experts connected 
vith the competition have any pre- 
onceived ideas of just what the ul- 
timate fool-proof plane is sromg to 
be. The Guggenheim Foundation Is 
not interested in the commercial ex- 
ploitation of the winners, but will 
spend more than 1150,000 to discover 
them. 
Anybody, anywhere, 
with 


any kind of a heavier-than-air ma- 
chine that will fly, is welcome to en- 
ter the competition — but mighty 
few of the craft, if any, will be 
able to make a high score against 
the nine most exacting requirements 
ever set down for flying machines. 


MUST BE SLOW FLYER 


The nine tests provide high hur- 


dtes. The prize winner must be able 
to maintain its altitude at 35 miles 
an hour. It must come to a com- 
plete stop within 100 feet of the 
spot 
where it first touches 
the 


ground in landing. 


The craft must take off after not 


more than a 300-foot start along the 
ground and must then clear a 35- 
foot high obstruction 500 feet fiom 
the starting point. 


To test its ability to approach an 


uncertain landing place, in event of 
engine trouble, it must, with all 
power shut off, glide at sn angle of 
not more than 8 degrees to the hori- 
zon.

grade residential suburb with wide, 
curving streets, ample lots, plenty 
of shade trees and modern archi- 
tectural restrictions. 


Being- excellent salesmen,

state Commerce Commis- 
sion Held Promising

ger plan as outlined by Commission- 
er Porter and the lip of actual mer- 
ger.

The uetaiis or' the pU«i: \vhkh 
Commissioner Porter i ill ask to Le 
made th« b^.s for consideration oi 
mergers by the commission have 
not been made public but they aie 
well known to his colleagues c.nd 
it is believed his plan, perhaps with 
amendments, will meet their approval 
as a starting point. 


It is understood to contain many 


of i'.-/t features of the plans already 
placed before the commission by the 
Baltimore and Ohio and the Van 
Sweringen systems. 
The plan, as 


it is expected to work, will act as 
a sort of writ of injunction. 
That 


is. the various roads and interests 
concerned will be directed to appear 
and "show cause" why the provisions 
of the plan should not be adopted. 


Xo plan as yet filed before the 


commission has met with unanimous 
approval of all the stockholders in- 
volved. Even if the majority inter- 
ests were completely satisfied with 
the provisions of the Porter plan 
as it affected their roads, the minor- 
ity interests would still have a hear- 
ing. 
Such hearings could not be 


held without considerable expendi- 
ture of time. 


After the main trunk line railroads 


had been reconciled to the plan, it 
still would be far from being car- 
ried out. They might be authorized 
by the interstate commerce com- 
mission to acquire certain roads but 
ihe commission could not guarantee 
that they could do so. 
The hold- 


ers of stock in the roads involved 
might not wish to sell or be dissat- 
isfied with the in-ice offered. 
To 


compel them to sell it would be nec- 
essary to resort to condemnation 
proceedings. It" this were done, then 
the question opens as to the valua- 
tion of the various roads, a ques- 
tion which has already caused con- 
tinuous legal bickerings for years. 
As one ra'lroad executive expressed 
it today, there would be a score of 
other O'Fallon railroad cases on tne 
court dockets.

"But I -won :t," retorted Budenny. 
"How am I to know that?" asked 


Trotzky, with the aggrieved feelings 
of a war secretary -whose chief gen- 
eral fails to write him. 


"I brought my army back!" shout- 


ed JSudenny. 
"TThen I go out to 


battle and fail to bring my army 
back, you will know I have lost!" 


That is the kind of soldier Buden- 


ny is; and that, perhaps, ii one of 
the reasons why he is, and has been 
for years, the idol of the red armies. 


Budenny was the son of a Cossack 


—a. child of the 
Russian 
steppes, 


lake most Cossacks, he -was practi- 
cally brought up in the saddle; and 
when the 'World war broke' out'it 
was only natural that he should go 
into a cavalry regiment in the Czar's 
army, becoming a sergeant-major. 


Non-commissioned officers did not 


rise to fame in the army of the Czar, 
and when the revolution came and 
Russia dropped out 
of the 
"World 


war, Budenny was still an unsung 
sergeant-major. 
But his opportunity 


was not long in coming. 


Soviet Russia had a stormy time 


of it in its infancy. First came the 
army of Gen. Denikin, one of the 
"vhlte Russians," marching up from 
the Black Sea, wresting the great 
•wheat belt of southern Russia away 
from the Bolshevists and 
making 


Denikin's backer.s in the rest of Eu- 
rope believe that the fall of the Sov- 
iets was at hand. 
Denikin seized 


the fortress of Orel—called by Trotz- 
ky "the Red Verdun"—and prepar- 
ed for greater things.
